This is in response to the "Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment" mailed October 18, 


Applicants' attorney has carefully reviewed the papers filed August 21, 2003 and is at 
a loss to understand why the amendment was considered non-compliant. 
Accordingly, a complete copy of the papers filed August 2 1 , as they appear in 
applicants' attorney's file, is enclosed, marked as such. 

In the Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment mailed October 18, 2003, (copy also 
attached), Boxes A, B, C, and D of paragraph 4 were marked to indicate certain 
alleged deficiencies in the papers filed August 2 1 , 2003. These will be treated 
individually below. 

Box A indicates that a complete listing of all the claims was not present. However, as 
can be seen fi-om the enclosed copy of applicants' attorney's file papers, a complete 
listing of the claims was present in the last two pages of the submission, headed 
"Carlson, Nehus & Bell 1 0/052, 1 15 - claims status." There were 1 8 claims in the 
original filing and all 18 claims are listed on the appended sheets. 

Box B is marked, indicating that the Examiner did not see the text of all the claims 
including withdrawn claims. No claims have been withdrawn. The complete text of 
all the claims except canceled claim 4 is present in the appended list. Canceled claim
